Naval vessels based, or calling at Novorossiysk usually anchor jn the 
northwestern part of the port, at the Timber Wharf, Wharf No. 54 Usually 
ships do not come alongside but rather they tie up, keeping their bows 
ten to fifteen meters from the wharf. 


The shore establishment is situated between the shore end of the wharf and 
the railroad line, which separates the naval base from the artillery barracks. 
All buildings are old constructions and still show signs of wartime damage. 
The walls are cracked and some sailors were observed repairing the roofs. 

The largest, building, a two-story construction, is used to accomodate 
personnel. There is also a small repair workshop. 


On 29 January 1952, Ha k presumably a type of escort vessel) was 
Sighted off Novorossiys ye The ship was at the Novorossiysk naval base 
on 2 February; she left port on that day and returned on 3 February. 
The ship is colored deep blue} she has a dark blue funnel with a black 
rim arcund the top.

She has a pole mast and is fitted with WI and DF; a searchlight is placed 
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at mid-mast height. On the mast comb-shaped aerials were observed. When 
sighted off the bay she was cruising at 20 to 23 knots. She was the only 
ship of her class seen in Novorossiysk.

On 2 February 1952, the[ [a type of escort vessel) was at anchor at 


the naval base. She left the port on February to join a formation on 
maneuvers (see para. 8 below).
